FROM WASHINGTON, 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Gossip has it 
that Senator Johnson has declined the 
invitation from O'Conner to assist bim 
in the Georgia injunction case, saying 
that the proceedings must end in injury 
to that section of country. 

Sheridan’s recent order in Louisiana 
has absolutely tied the hands of the civil 
authorities, so that Gov. Wells, who has 
the power to remove and appoint in cer- 
tain offices, can do nothing without ob- 
taining Sheridan’s consent. 

Col. Thomas Adams, chief of police 
under Monroe, and the old police, are 
still continued. 

Senator Garland, of Arkansas, will 
make a motion to file an injunction in 
the supreme court this week. 


FROM NEW YORK, 


New York, April 15.—The general 
agent of the southern famine relief com- 
mittee states that the cash receipts to 
the present time are $165,000, whereof 
California sends $31,000 in gold, New 
York $13,000, and the country east and 
west $34,000 in currency. The distress 
is authoritatively stated to be urgent and 
increasing. 

Gen. Sickles has issued an erder in 
consequence of the general destitution in 
the secoud military district; extraor- 
dinary measures are necessary for re- 
lief. He therefore orders that there 
shall be no imprisonment for debt, ex- 
cept upon conviction for fraud, and 
that judgment or decrees for payment of 
money, between December 19, 15860, 
and May 15, 1865, should not 
enforced; that sheriffs, coroners an 
constables shall suspend for twelve 
months the sale of property on liabilities 
contracted prior to December 19, 1860; 
that proceedings for recovery of money 
for the purchase of negroes shall be sus- 
pended; that in sales of property by 
order of court there shall be reserved to 
defendants having families dependent on 
them, implements of busbandry and 
household goods, ete., to the value of 
$500, and that the property of absent 
debtors shall not be taken under foreign 
attachment or other process. The order 
also forbids the practice of carrying con- 
cealed deadly weapons, except officers 
and soldiers, and makes offenders amen- 
able to trial and punishment by a mili- 
tary commission, 

The punishment of death in certain 
cases of burglary and larceny has been 
abolished, and authority given to the 
governors of North Carolina and South 
Carolina to reprieve or pardon persons 
convicted and sentenced and to remit 
fines and penalties, 

Advices from Panama report anarchy 
and military despotism in Columbia. 
Mosquera had finally broken up con- 
gress by military force, imprisoned sixty- 
eight senators and representatives, 
among them ex-President Muerrillo, his 
rival at the next election. His next at- 
tack would be on Panama, and the state 
of that name would probably declare 
itself free and independent.
